People Come First 
With Firefighters 


BY PAM TROBOY 
There are probably as many reasons for becoming a 
fireman as there are recruits; but once they make the 
grade, all firefighters have one thing in com m on- 
helping people. 
Whether it’s rescuing someone from a burning 
building, giving first aid to an accident victim or just 
sweeping out water from bursted pipes, firefighters 
are there. 
Unlike many public services, the efforts of the 
firefighters are recognized by those they serve. In a 
recent survey, local citizens gave the Plano Fire Dept, 
the highest ratings in the city. 
The departm ent is also highly regarded throughout 
the area. When the city began hiring new recruits to 
staff Plano’s third fire station which opens next week, 
officials could choose from more than 150 applicants to 
fill 15 positions. 
The newest station which is located on the southwest 
corner of the Sherrye-Shiloh intersection is patterned 
after Two Station, but only fire equipment will be 
housed at the facility. 
Chief Lee Mayfield said ambulances will continue to 
operate only from Central and Two, Planners deter­ 
mined that these locations would be adequate to serve 
the population, although Three is designed to ac­ 
comodate expansion later if needed. 
At first glance the 4,825 square foot structure could 
be a private home, but it includes all features of a 
modern fire station. The 15-man crew was scheduled to 
move in on Jan. I, but weather and other construction 
problems have delayed the opening which is now set 
for Tuesday. This 45-day delay has been a boon to 
Training Officer Len Rush who has been able to keep 
the new recruits in larger groups. 
“The late opening has worked out much better for 
us,” Rush explained. “ If Three had opened as 
scheduled, the recruits would have been scattered 
through three shifts at three locations. 


“We’ve taken advantage of the situation by getting 
right into the practical aspects of firefighting,” he 
added. “We’ve been down to the burn field several 
times, so the new men can get the feel of the job. When 
we move into Three, we’ll concentrate on classroom 
work.” 
Most of the training is done between 8 a.m. and 5 
p.m. on regular shifts, but rookies are often required to 
come in on off-duty time for special classes. In an 
unusual move, Rush invited wives and girl friends of 
the recruits to a night burn so they could see what 
being a firefighter is all about. 
“The worst and best of our training has been the 
burn field,” noted Mike Adams. “Fighting the dif­ 
ferent types of fires is hard on you, but it is the best 
training. I’m not a thrill seeker; I enjoy helping people. 
That’s why I think I would prefer handling ambulance 
calls to the other duties.” 


Rickey McCarley also prefers ambulance work 
because he can see the effects of helping people im­ 
mediately. As he explains it, “Maybe once in a lifetime 
you can help someone out of a fire, but with the am ­ 
bulance you can see the results on every call.” 
Other rookies, Robert Westbrook among them, 
prefer the excitement of working fires. Westbrook is 
the only recruit thus far to be called out on a large fire. 
“We’ve been in several controlled situation fires, but 
the only real fire I’ve been to was the massage parlor 
in Renner,” he adm itted. “ It was exciting to ride on the 
back of the truck, but it was colder than I’d thought 
about—16 degrees. I enjoy putting out the fires but 
sitting and waiting for something to happen is the 
worst part of the job.” 


The recruits have already proved that they are 
serious about becoming firefighters. Many waited 
months to take the civil service exam and then had to 
wait nearly a year after passing the test before they 
were hired.

DEAR POLLY — I have a winter coat that has candle 
wax on it from candlelight church services a year ago If 
you have any ideas about removing this wax! I hope you 
will let me know. — M J F . 
DEAR POLLY — Please tell me, if you can, how I 
can get wax from a candle off a w ashable wool slack 
suit. — F.B S. 
DEAR M.J.F. and F .B .S. — A winter coat is doubtless 
lined and removing the wax might be a real problem. It 
should go to the dry cleaner. 
F.B.S.’s slack suit might be cleaned by the following 
method that is suggested by the laboratories of a famous 
soap company. "Remove surface wax with a dull knife. 
Place stain between paper towels and press with a 
warm iron. Then place stain face down on clean paper 
towels and sponge back of any remaining stain with a 
dry cleaning solvent. Let dry and then launder. If wax is 
colored and any traces of color remain, soak in an ox­ 
ygen bleach and then launder, if safe for fabric." — 
POLLY. 


DEAR POLLY — My Pet Peeve is with well meaning 
friends who are so thoughtless as to ask how you are and 
before you can answ er ask what in the world is wrong with 
you.

Crumpled-leaved “savoy” cabbage is prized for both coleslaw and cooking. In coleslaw its 
waffle-textured leaves don't pack down and become soggy and its unique, delicate flavor 
surpasses that of ordinary cabbage. In cooking, the deep green color adds eye appeal to 
prepared dishes. “Savoy Ace,” 1977 winner of the rarely awarded Gold Medal, is the best 
savoy or crumpled leaf cabbage to date. It matures about a week earlier than “Savoy King” 
(which won an AAS award in 1965) and its leaves are more distinctly textured. Heads are 
nearly round, with a slight top and bottom flattening. For best flavor and texture, harvest at a 
weight of 4 to 4V2 lbs. (Non-staff photo). 


Dear Doc; we bought a 
dracaena marginate right 
before the holidays and it’s 
proceeded to drop two-thirds 
of its leaves. Is there any 
common 
problem 
that 
causes this reaction, if so, 
what is the solution? 
It sounds like it 
went 
through quite a 
shock,

moving into your home. It 
may need more light and 
less water. It may also have 
been subjected to chilling 
temperatures as you brought 
it home. Unfortunately. Doc 
can't identify the problem 
very well without seeing the 
patient. I suspect, however, 
the cause is in the list 
somewhere. 
Dear Doc: What is the vine 
that clings so tightly 
to 
buildings? It’s bare right 
now. but it had green leaves 
about two inches across all 
summer, 
followed

brilliant red color last fall. 
Does it harm the building? 
Sounds like Boston ivy. It’s 
dandy for softening big 
expanses of masonary. It 
does little or no permanent 
damage to brickwork, but it 
can harm painted surfaces. 
Nice plant! 
Dear Doc: ('an I buy fruit 
and pecan trees anywhere in 
cans or balled and burlap- 
ped? Ii takes these packaged 
trees so long to recover. 
Many nurseries carry a 
fairly complete line of fruit 
and pecan trees in large 
containers. They’re harder 
to move and more ex­ 
pensive, but 
they start 
growing much sooner than 
bare-root plants. If you have 
trouble finding satisfactory 
c o n ta in e r-g ro w n sto c k , 
remember that a small-to- 
medium sized bareroot tree 
recovers much faster than a 
large one. 
Dear Doc: What is the oak 
tree with the huge golf-sized 
acorns? Can it be grown in 
our yard? 
That’s the bur oak. 
a 
lovely tree indeed. 
It s 


native across much of the 
eastern half of the U.S. and 
it s fairly well adapted to our 
area. It will have a rounded 
sym m etrical appearance 
with dark green foliage.

Two insects which are a 
problem on pecans can be 
dealt with during January 
and February to prevent 
damage in the spring. These 
are the pecan phylloxera and 
the obscure scale. 
The pecan 
phylloxera 
(pronounced fi-lox’-er-a) is a 
small greenish insect which 
is closely related to aphids. 
It produces galls on the new 
pecan growth. Leaves, twigs 
and nuts may be affected. 
The 
galls 
appear 
as 
swellings of the plant tissue, 
and may cause stems to be 
m alform ed, weakened or 
even to die. 
Phylloxera 
spend 
the 
winter in the egg stage in 
bark crevices. The tiny 
nymphs em erge in the 
spring and begin feeding on 


tender, young growth. While 
feeding, these insects inject 
a 
substance 
which 
stimulates plant growth and 
results in gall formation. 
After maturing, the adults 
deposit numerous eggs in the 
galls or on the leaves. The 
nymphs develop within the 
gall, and the gall splits, 
releasing the insects. 
There may 
be several 
generations of 
phylloxera 
during the summer and fall. 
Four to five weeks are 
required to complete each 
generation. 
Some pecan varieties such 
as Texas Prolific are ex­ 
trem ely 
susceptible 
to 
phylloxera dam age. This 
should be considered when 
you are deciding which 
varieties to plant. 
The obscure scale sucks 
sap from limbs and bran­ 


ches, causing them to lose 
leaves and die back from the 
tips. This weakened con­ 
dition may lead to in­ 
festations of wood borers. 
The scale covering of a 
mature female is about V 
inch long and dark gray in 
color. Infested limbs appear 
to be sprinkled with ashes. 
The female overwinters on 
the bark and lays eggs in the 
spring. The young move 
about for a time, but they 
eventually begin feeding and 
forming 
their 
scale 
coverings. 
Phylloxera and obscure 
scale problems can be 
reduced by an application of 
dormant oil in January or 
February, before the buds 
begin to swell. Dormant oil 
should be thoroughly applied 
to the trunk and main 
branches of the tree.

Time To Plant 
Vegetable Crop 


BY NEIL SPERRY 
Area Horticulturist 
Many vegetable crops 
need to be planted during 
February, including beets, 
broccoli, brussels sprouts, 
cabbage, carrot, chard, 
collards, kohlrabi, lettuce, 
onions, parsley. English 
peas, radish, spinach and 
turnips. 
Hardy flowering plants 
can also be set out the last 
half of the month, including 
alyssum, 
petunias, 
pinks, 
snapdragons, and pansies 
Finish planting all bare 
rooted nursery stock during 
the month, including pecan 
and fruit trees, rose bushes 
and flowering shrubs. Balled 
and burlapped and con­ 
tainer-grown nursery stock 
can also be planted now for 
quickest recovery come 
spring 
Sow tomato, pepper and 
other flower and vegetable 
seed indoors during this 
month 
for 
subsequent 
transplanting into pots prior 
to spring planting. 
Prune 
Complete all dorm ant 


season priming by the 20th of 
the month. This involves all 
shade 
and 
fruit 
trees, 
evergreens 
and 
shrubs 
which do not flower in the 
spring. Hybrid tea roses 
should be pruned now. 
Climbing roses should not 
(wait until after bloom). 
Remember also, never top 
trees! There’s no reason, no 
possible excuse. 
Have a 
purpose before pruning. 


Spray 
Complete dorm ant oil 
sprays now prior to bud 
swelling. These are effective 
on pecan phylloxera galls, 
scale insects on euonymus, 
hollies and many other 
shrubs and trees. Follow 
label directions closely to 
avoid dam age to plants 
being sprayed. 
Water 
Watch for signs of drought 
damage during prolonged 
winter dry spells should they 
occur. Soak trees, shiubs 
and ground covers at least 
every three to four weeks to 
reduce chances of winter 
kill

Authorities found him in 
Montreal, Canada, and sent 
him to the penitentiary in 
Atlanta. At first, he said,

walked free again 
Captured in New York, he 
was sentenced to 72 years in 
prison, later reduced to 12.

He came to Houston and 
tried to start over, but twice 
when he was in line for 
promotion, companies found 
out about his past and fired 
him.
